I had two Lapidaries of we beſt Repute here, and after exa- 


mining it narrowly, they affirmed it was from a Quarry i in this 


"Neighbourhood, and they call the Stone Lævaggio. I rubbed it 
ſome Time, and, when it was heated, perceived a ſtrong Smell of 
Sulphur, which plainly ſhews how bituminous it is; I think ſo 


much fo, that it cannot fairly be reckoned Marble, but muſt be 


called a Sort of Lapis Suillus.

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P. 8. Abbe Bartoli, of the Academy of Inſcriptions and Belles 
Lettres, took a Defign ſome Years ago (I hear about eight or 
nine) of the Buſt and Inſcription mentioned by Mr. Needham : 
It would be Juſtice both to Mr. Needbam and to Mr. Bar- 
toli, I ſhould imagine, if a Copy thereof could be had, to com- 
pare with that printed by Mr, Needham, and the Inſcription 1 
here ſend. 


Mr. Needham ſuſpected, and I believe ſtill ſuſpects, that the 
Characters on this Buſt, of which I now ſend your Lord- 
ſhip a Copy, have been changed or altered ſince they were 
copied by his Order. They were, therefore, yeſterday care- 
fully examined by two of the beſt Statuaries, in Preſence of one 
of the Reformers of the Univerſity, the Profeſſor of Orientals, 
Mr. Bartoli, Count de Saluce, (who will write this Poſt, I be- 
lieve, to Mr. Baker) and myſelf. The Artiſts declared poſi- 
tively, that they never had been altered or changed in the leaſt 
ſince they were firſt made, nor could any of us diſcover any 
thing that could create a Suſpicion of the leaſt Alteration. 


Mr. Needbam has thrown out, that this Statue, which I 
have ſeen, may not be the ſame which the Perſon he employed 
copied, but another ſubſtituted in the Room of it. It will be 
Mr. Bartoli's Buſineſs to prove the Identity: But none of the 
Gentlemen who were preſent at either of theſe Examinations 
of it, and who muſt have known it for many Years, hinted

. obliges me to be troubleſome, on a Subje& about which I 
never intended more than an Enquiry for your Lordſhip's Sa- 
tigfaction, that of my Friends of the Royal Society, and for my 
own Inſtruction ; as I could not but imagine that a Knowledge 
of the Agyptian Characters would enable me to develope ſome- 
thing of the ancient Hiſtory of that Part of the. World, from 
the numerous, or rather numberleſs, Inſcriptions extant there; 
ſome in Hieroglyphicks, ſome in Characters, and many mixed. 
And as I intend my Journey not for private Curiofity only, but 
for publick Utility alſo, I would not neglect any thing that might 


contribute to enable me to attain that End; and as I have not 
hitherto been of Uſe to myſelf, or to any Body elſe, I ſhall do my 


utmoſt 'to be of ſome Service to thoſe who come after me, ne

It 4s very true, my Lord, that I rubbed the Buſt with a Piece 
of Iron in the Preſence of Mr. Needbam; he objected to it, and I 
immediately took a Piece of Wood, rubbed it with that, and, 
as he himſelf faw, it had nearly the ſame Effect; therefore, when 
he was Citing this Fact, he ought not to have taken the firſt Part 
only, but ſhould have e candidly and given: the whole.

Smell of Sulphur, which plainly ſhewed how bituminous it 
| was; I thought fo much fo, that it could not fairly be reckoned 
Marble, but muſt be called a Sort of Lapis Suillus. The Foun- 
dation for this Aſſertion is the Softneſs of the Stone, and the 
diſagreeable bituminous Smell it ſends forth when broken. Mr. 
Needham ſays, that any hard Stone rubbed with Iron, or with 
another Stone, ſends forth this Smell. Any Stone hard enough, 

ſtruck. with Iron or with Stone, ſends forth this Smell, and Fire 
too, as is ſmelt and ſeen in all F ire- Stones; but that Odour is 
infinitely weaker, and cannot by any means be compared with 
that of the black bituminous Marbles and Lapis Suillus, whoſe 


diſagreeable Smell is very ſtrong, and it is ſufficient, to break 
them by any means into ſmall Pieces to perceive it immediately. | 


Indeed there was no Occaſion to ſtrike the Buſt, for the ſmalleſt 
Pieces had the ſame Savour by being only rubbed between the 
Fingers, as your Lordſhip may have obſerved by the ſmall Piece 
I ſent you; ſo that the Proof does not ſeem ſo equivocal as Mr.

And if Ido not there confine ray - 
ſelf to the giving my Opinion as to the Similitude of Mr. Need- 
ham's firſt Print of them? Ifay, in as many Words, that I ſup- 
poſe Mr. Needham and Mr. Bartoli will each fay much about 
them, but that I have nothing to fay to the Diſpute. I ſearched 
for Truth, and ſent your Lordſhip what I found, and left the De- 
ciſion to the Society and yourſelf, It is what I will ever do, 
whatever any Body may aſſert. 


Now, my Lord, as I am totally ignorant as well of the Chine/e 
as of the antient ÆAgaptian Language, I can ſay little on the Sub-

Every Body that knows the leaſt of the Orientals, nay, with- 
out knowing one Word of them, may judge from Dr. Mortor's 
learned Sheet of Alphabets, that if the Lines which compoſe the 
Letters in ſome of thoſe Languages are longer than they ſhould 
be for one Letter, they form another.

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I will not tire your Lordſhip with going thro this, or other 


Oriental Alphabets, in many of which, the Length of the Line, 


by being greater or leſs, determines and conſtitutes the Letter, 


as in N N. You will find the ſame thing with regard to the Poſition 


of the Lines, not only in the Hebrew, but the Ætbiopic, Syriac, 


Armenian, with many Languages whole Letters are of that Kind 
of Structure: And the ſame thing with regard to Points in the 
Arabic, Per/ian, Turkiſh, &c. I do not mean the Vowel Points, 


but ſuch as conſtitute and determine the Letters, as 3, C, 53,

Now, my Lord, I cannot help looking upon that which only 


determines a Letter, and alone diſtinguiſhes it from another, as 
being eſſential to it. Therefore in the former Caſes of Lines, 
as Proportion is required, I cannot ſee that Mr. Needham's Ridi- 
eule, Procedez le compas @ la main, is well placed or deſerved; and 
as one cannot extract the Eſſence of a Thing, before one has the 
Thing itſelf, it will be neceſſary to fix the Character before one 
can reaſonably attempt to explain it. If therefore the Length

1 
beg Leave to aſſure you and the World, that I am fo far from 
endeavouring to obſtruct ſo great and uſeful a Diſcovery as this 
would be, that I will do whatever may be in my Power to ad- 
vance it; but when Facts are advanced, I muſt have Liberty to 
verify them. As I find this Affair has made much Noiſe, I muſt 
beg your Lordſhip will be ſo good as to communicate this, as I 
doubt not you have done mine of laſt April, to the Royal So- 
ciety, as it is an Affair of infinite Conſequence to me in the lite- 
rary World; and as I wiſh you and the Society may judge how 
far I do or do not deſerve the Ridicule and Contempt Mr. Need- 
ham is pleaſed to beſtow on me.
